Therefore, whatſcever was contained in-their Propheſies, 
mult needs be true:: Which Reaſons, eſpecially rhoſc 
which were moſt convincing to me, I have here inſerted, 
to Wit, Firſt, That amonglt their Prophefies, many of 
which ( foretelling things many years, 'and ſometimes 
Ages before-they were to happen ) being ſuch as in all 

robability, were never likely to:come to paſs, nor-could 
be conjectured by any Natural Cauſes, {as were gente» 
rally the things foretold bythe H-arb-#s and their Oracles) 
were notwithſtending afterward moſt certainly fulfilled.
